First Residence.

The first residence in Sharon was
built by John Ross, It is now occupied

having been remodeled sinee
built originally. Shortly after Mr. Ross
built a house, dwellings were erected
by Messrs, Robert J. Whisonant, wW. L.,
R. R., and J. M. Plexico.

Poastoffice Established In 1888.

A postoffice was established in Sha-
ron the same year that the railroad
came through—1885, In the thirty-
| four years of its existence as a town
| Sharon has had five postmasters. The
| first was John D. Hamilton.
| succeeded by the late Elias Ramsey.
He was followed by R. H. G. Caldwell,
who served many years. Mr. Cald-
well's son, Mr. W. B. Caldwell, succeed-
'¢d him, and Mr. W. B. Caldwell was
Ixuuceadvd during the vyear 1921 by
| the present postmaster, Mr, R. L. Plex-
ico. Sharon is now rated as a third-
| class office.

Three physicians have st-r\mdb the
people of Sharon and community since
the town came into being. Dr. J. H.
Save was the first. He came to Sharon
in December, 1892, and has Just com-
pleted the thirtieth year of his resi-
dence here. In 1833 Dr. Charles Crosby
came to Sharon. He remained only a
short time. In 1804 Dr. C. O. Burruss
came to Sharon, and he, like Dr. Saye,
is a fixture.

Schools and Churches.

Miss Jennie White, sister of the late
O, WL O, White of Yorkville, was the
drst school teacher in Sharon after the
town wae incorporated. That school
wiis established in 1889, There was
another small school being conducted
at that time near Woodlawn -church,
Lhut It wag outside the corporate limits
Lof Sharon.
